Preston is a -town at 
6431 poulation in a thriving section of 
Waterloo county, has fourteen or fif¬ 
teen factories, and still does not give 
the support to its local paper that 
would warrant its sxistence.

Mr. B. R. Lommatzsch recently re¬ 
ceived a letter from H. E. Monk, a 
nephew, at Taltal, Chile, written 
three days after the terrible disaster 
i in that country. He says: 

“I’ve had a few thrills in my life, 
but for one that is a real one, nothing 
can beat a shaking of old Mother 
Earth. At exactly midnight on Nov¬ 
ember 10th, I awoke to find my bed 
doing a kind of jig around the room. 

I arose and turned on the lights. By 
that time two other chaps came to my 
room. We just stood still and listen¬ 
ed to the house creaking in every 
joint. It lasted for several minutes, 
some say as long as four and one-half 
minutes. Fortunately no damage was 
done here. Being cast upon an island 
after a shipwreck or caught on top 
of a 40-storey building on fire with 
no elevators running, looks to me like 
tame sport as compared to a real 
honest-to-goodness earthquake/’ 

The letter contained reference to 
the disappearance of whole towns, 
the death of hundreds and other feat¬ 
ures of that terrible event. In dis¬ 
cussing these Mr. Lommatzsch and 
The Advocate man recalled the shock 
that was distinctly felt In Alberta 
some years ago, which both remem-! 
bered well, the former being located 
at Nanton at the time, and the latter 
at High River. Of course there was' 
no damage, and in fact it passed un¬ 
noticed by many.

The earnings of the 
coal miner should be in proportion to 
the earnings of those who buy the 
coal. War-time wages to the coal 
miner paid out of the after-war wages 
(father callings is unfair to the con¬ 
sumer. It is an undue tax upon 
industry and therefore upon the coun¬ 
try. The wages of coal miners today 
are the same as they were when wheat 
was $2.50 per bushel; when cattle 
were 8 cents and hogs 20 cents a 
pound. Should the farmer who is now 
getting 80 cents for his wheat, 3 cents 
for his cattle and 8 cents for his hogs 
pay the same price for his coal as 
when his prices were at the peak?

For the first time in the 17 years 
thut he has been clerk of the legisla¬ 
ture, John- R. Cowell will be unable to 
attend the opening this session, being 
detuined at the coast on account of 
illness.

To foster inter-empire trade is the 
purpose of the Canadian British Cor¬ 
poration Limited of London, England, 
whihe is represented by Alfred Allen 
Watts, Canadian director, who has 
been spending a couple of days in Al¬ 
berta. 

The provincial government demon¬ 
stration farms at Stony Plain and 
Sedgewick are being advertised for 
sale. The Stony Plain farm was ad¬ 
vertised for sale last year, but no 
sale was effected, and it has been de¬ 
cided to offer both the Stony Plain and 
Sedgewick farms. The farm at Stony 
Plain has 261 acres, and that at 
Spdge^rick 640 acres. Tenders for 
purchase are being received up to 
February 8. 

With over 2090 entries, the pro¬ 
vincial poultry show was held in Ed¬ 
monton during the past week, and 
was probably the most successful show 
ever held. Exhibitors from all parts 
of the province were there with birds. 
The officers of the provincial poultry 
association were elected as follows: 
President, J. H. Westbrook, Leth¬ 
bridge; First Vibe-President, J. Shack- 
leton; Second Vice-President, W. A. 
Moore, Medicine \ Hat; Secretary- 
Treasurer, P. J. Tih^s. Calgary. 

During the visit of Sir Henry 
Thornton, President of the Canadian 
National Railways, the past week, to 
the province, a delegation headed by 
Hofard Stutchbury, Trade Commis¬ 
sioner of the province and A. Chard, 
freight traffic supervisor, waited upon 
Sir Henry to discuss the matter of 
securing a reduction in coal rates for 
trainloadi lots for eastern Canada. 
Mr. Chard believed that coal in train¬ 
load lots could be handled at about 
half the present rate to the east since 
there was a demand for coal there. Mr. 
Stutchbury gave Sir Henry some very 
interesting figures as to the possibil¬ 
ities of the coal industry of Alberta. 

There is much less unemployment 
in Alberta this winter than last, ac¬ 
cording to published figures. Last 
week a total of 1176 men were re¬ 
gistered as unemployed at the five 
^abor bureaus in the province, as 
compared with 3753 at the same time 
last winter. A conference on unem¬ 
ployment was held by Premier Greep- 
’ field and Hon. Alex. Ross with author¬ 
ities in Calgaipy last week, at which 
Premier Greenfield declared that he 
believed every able-bodied man would 
be nble to find a job this winter, since 
a good deal of work was being carried 
on by the government as well as other 
agencies. Contracts for bush, timber 
and tie work had absorbed unemploy¬ 
ed at Edmonton, and there had been 
further calls for men. Railway work 
was also to be undertaken.

and 8. It is expected that over. 1000 
delegates will be in attendance. 

Resident^of the Raymond district 
and other irrigated districts in the 
south of the province are making an 
effort to revive the sugar beet indus- 
try. 

General approval of the western 
route for Alberta grain has been 
given by the Alberta Government, fol¬ 
lowing a conference held recently by 
Hon. J. Oliver, Premier of B.C., with 
the members of the Alberta cabinet. 
Further than expressing its general 
appeal, however, no action has been 
taken by the government, although 
the matter of reduction of freight 
rates has been discussed. 

• At an enthusiastic convention of 
seed growers of the province held dur¬ 
ing the provincial seed fair. in Ed¬ 
monton this week, the “Alberta Seed 
Growers’ Association” was organized, 
with the following officers: President, 
Major H. G. L. Strange, Fenn; Vice- 
President, G. M. Stewart, Dominion 
Seed .Branch, Calgary; Secretary- 
Treasurer, W. J. Stephen, crops com¬ 
missioner, province of Alberta; Direc¬ 
tors, John Lucas, Cayley; E. C. Hat- 
man, Acadia; Don Bark, Brookt. The 
convention was addressed by several 
prominent speakers including Prof, 
tfkrrison of Manitoba, Dean Howes of 
Alberta University, H. A. Craig, De¬ 
puty Minister of Agriculture/ and 
others. Prof. Harrison, commenting 
on the seed fair, stated that it was the 
hest he had ever seen in Canada. 

Everything possible will be dona 
this year to establish a compulsory 
.wheat board for the handling of the 
1923 crop in Alberta, declared Premier 
Greenfield, in a declaration before tha 
annual convention of the Uited Farm¬ 
ers, in Calgary, last Tuesday. The 
Alberta government, he stated, was 
prepared to pass the necessary order- 
in-council extending the wheat board 
legislation for another year, and was 
also prepared, together with the ither 
prairie provinces, to ask an extension 
i of the federal legislation. Premier 
Greenfield made it plain, to the conr 
vention, however, that he was oppos- 
od to the compulsory wheat board as 
a permanent policy, and believed that 
the problem of marketing of grain, 
and also of livestock, would be solved 
by,some plan of voluntary co-opera- 
! tlon. Later on, the convention passed 
a resolution favoring an all Alberta 
' wheat board, for the marketing of 
wheat from this province via the Paci¬ 
fic port, should the wheat board first 
| proposed fail of operation. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Preaidant E. W. Beatty of the 
C.P.R. has awarded a full course in 
agriculture at the Alberta agricul- ' 
tuxal schools to the four prize winners 
of the Young Farmers’ Club of Great 
Britain. 

According to Charles Murphy, gen¬ 
eral manager of Western Lines of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, 
is now getting 75 per cent, of its coal 
supply from Alberta. A few years 
ago this market was almost entirely 
supplied from the American hard coal 
fields. 

In the bye-election in Calgary to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
the late R. C. Edards, the successful 
candidate was W. M. Davidson, a 
former member of the house. He will 
occupy the seat on the independent 
benches which had been filled by Mr. 
Edwards. • 

A Vancouver manufacturing com¬ 
pany. has just received order to make 
$30,000 worth of milking machines for 
use on Manitoba dairy farms. This 
company has already placed about 
$75,000 worth of these machines in 
British Columbia, California and 
Washington. 

The Vancouver Harbor Commission 
is busy examining suitable sites for 
another grain elevator. It is under¬ 
stood that Port Moody Is looked upon 
moat favorably. This is at the head 
of Vancouver harbor, about six miles 
from the city. The lumber assembly 
wharf may also be erected there. 

The possibility of 1000 Swiss farm¬ 
ers settling in Canada in the near 
future is now being considered by the 
department of immigration. * The 
Swiss government, it Is understood, is 
undertaking to assist in transporting 
the settlers, provided the Canadian 
government can guarantee them em- « 
ployment for one year. 

Mr. W. A. Buzzell, an» orchardist of 
Quebec, distributed a seedless and 
coreless apple at the Fruit Growers 
annual meeting. The discovery of the 
fruit was made after harvest and it 
will not be possible to determine until 
next year what tree or treesproduced 
the freak fruit. Experts at the 
meeting declared the discovery might 
revolutionize the Canadian fruit grow¬ 
ing indlstry.

A SENSATIONAL CHARGE 

Former Crown Prosecutor McDonald 

Tells Attorney General Brownlee 
Police Hush Up Liquor Cases 

Considerable of a sensation has been 
caused in local circles by the publica¬ 
tion in the Blairmore Gazette this 
week of a full page letter from J. W. 
McDonald, K.C., former crown pro¬ 
secutor at Macleod, to Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Brownlee. In the letter Mr. Mc¬ 
Donald, who, it will be remembered, 
handled the preliminary hearing in 
the Picariello trial, later being super- 
ceded by A. A. McGillivray, K.C., of 
Calgary, as chief counsel for the 
crown, makes sensational charges, in 
which he claims Hon. Mr. Brownlee 
and the Alberta Provincial Police are 
remiss in their enforcement of the 
Alberta Liquor Act, and goes so far 
as to state that the police, with the 
knowledge of the chief officers of the 
force, provided an escort to the inter- 
national boundary for three auto 
loads of booze billed to Montana 
points. Altogether the letter is quite 
an extraordinary document, and has 
caused a buzzing in police circles such 
as has not been heard for a long time. 
In his fetter to the attorney-general 
Mr. McDonald states: “You say, how¬ 
ever, that you will welcome an oppor¬ 
tunity of stating your position at the 
coming session of the legislature, and 
of dealing with my letter.” The in¬ 
cident will be aired on the floor of the 
house and it is further understood 
that P. M. Christophers, M.L.A. for 
Rocky Mountain, a resident of Blair¬ 
more, intends to make it the basis of 
a debate.

HOME BREW IS LAWFUL 

A lot of people have been sipping 
what they thought was forbidden fruit 
in the shape of home brew beer. It 
would not be going too far to say that 
in almost fifty per cent, of the homes 
of the district there is a stone jar of 
from three to five gallons capacity ln 
which from time to time reposes a 
liquid which cheers and which might 
inebriate if consumed in sufficient 
quantity. 

There is one. respect, however, in 
which masy homebrewers have neg¬ 
lected the letter of the law. 

The home brewer must apply to the 
collector of customs, at the Calgary 
office, or by direct application to Ot¬ 
tawa for a permit. This costs nothing 
but it must be accompanied by the ap¬ 
plicant’s name asd address and an 
assurance that the beer is to be made 
for home consumption only. 

The hoqie brewer must bear in 
mind that it is illegal to distill liquor, 
and that his mixture will bring a visit 
from revenue officers, fines and all 
sorts of unpleasant consequences. 

Manufacture of beer at home under 
these conditions is sanctioned by sec¬ 
tion 189 of the Inland Revenue Act.

The Vernon News 
had the following editorial com¬ 
ment: 

“The accident on the railway track 
last week was not unexpected by 
those who have watched with much 
concern the school children who so 
carelessly walk across and along the 
tracks. The little victim, however, 
was not a scholar and it was per¬ 
haps his first visit to the railways, 
but nevertheless the boys and girls 
are much too careless when near the 
tracks. Parents and teachers should 
continually impress upon the young¬ 
sters the danger of playing near the 
trains. Time after time the train¬ 
men have chased the kiddies off the 
right of way but back they come 
oblivious to the danger. Safety first 
is the best policy and parents and 
teachers should be most emphatic in 
warning the boys and girls. There 
is only one way for them to be safe 
from danger and that is to keep 
away from it.”
